George in his invitation to the "final" con- 
ference insisted that the meeting could 
take place only on the basis of recognition 
by Ireland of British sovereignty. De Va- 
le'ra in his reply says "we are unhesitat- 
ing in declaring our willingness to enter 
a conference TO ascertain how the associa- 
tion of Ireland with the community of 
nations known as the British empire can 
best be reconciled with Irish national 
aspirations. 


This is another way of saying that Ire- 


land is willing and ready to become a part 
of the British tmion. The only condition 
it attaches is that i* be recognized as a 
free party to the negotiations, to det^r- 
mine the basis of association on an equal 
basis- This is seems to us is nor an impos- 
sible or unreasonable requirement, for it 
asserts a principle which must ultimately 
if not now govern the future status of ev- 
ery member of the empire.
